A writer in Hours at Heme deseribes a morn-
ing spent with Hiram Powers. We make a
fow oxtracta:—

We found onrselves atumlqu in the imme-
dinte prosence of his flnished works, busts,
models, and statnes; aod at once our confer-
gnoe took form from them. 1o unuduul.n-i‘ua
with him through the several rooms, in which
a large number of helpers were busily en-

aged In forwarding the provesses (hrough
which the details of seulpture are varriad on.
The rude Isborionsness by which in their
fﬁl’““.‘“ r,_lriul'!illll_» the blocks from Itl.lx! (lllil.l'r)'
are ghﬁ]w_qi fnto forma for the gull--nml, all falls
futo the hands of artisans trained mersly to
stone-culting. My impulse was amusingly
mythologio to kesp rehoarsing partionlars of
Promethens: for **the first man'’ seemed start-
ing out from the olay io & score of unconth
forus.

The models ware placed in the midat of the
npright stones, in view of all the workinen, At
first, it was & most energetic mallet which
ptruck away huge chips of marble from the
shapeless miass, with a rollicking sense of haste
to deliver some beautiful being imagined to be
lmprisoned within 11, Bat Pofore long, the
task was oommitted to more skilful care, and
the fresh journeyman treated it with gentler
measures of violence, and more lempurate sn-
thnsiasm,. Then came the third in the lins;
and be dealt with dainty compasses, and deli
oale Qles, making mysterious black spots at
exact deptha, and precise widths; and measured
distances, These men, Mr, Powers assnred us,
were his life-long compoanions. He had chosen
them, and tralved them, and tronsted them
for many years, until he conld not do without
them. They were no ordinary hands, but be-
longed to his artistio and professionally related

With them, be remarked, rested his main
difficulty in returning to America; whick, in-
deed, he declared most plaiotively, he very
much desired to do. Dut he could not take
them with him. They bad families, they spoke
no English, and they were peculiarly attached
to their own land, And he could not leave
them, for thay wera essentlal to his exectition
of orders for suoh pieces a8 his own hand,
unaided, could never by any possibility meet;
and moreover, he was really interested in
them; Le spoke feelingly, with an affectionats
%Iauq-e around upon the faithfal company, as

¢ added, he conld not bear to have them scat-
tered, they had followed hig fortunes go long,
Still, he believad most resolntelythat he should
some time belold his own Lowe again.

He is truly Amerioan, and it is well that
foma 01 e COUBLIYmMEn have generously re-
membered it,

The domestic character of this interesting
man oame oul most atiractively in one more
incldent of our visit. An unfinished image of
his wile was standing among the other busts;
he had been at work upon it lately. I re-
marked npon the attractiveness of her truly
fing face, and he told me whe it was. And
then Le lad me to a bust Lie had made of each
of his two daughters, and called my attention
to the different dizpositions as expressed in his
wonderful marbles, I conld not withhold my
admiration to find that even in busy years he
had consecrated time, as well as the ministrres
of bis great art, in order to contribate to his
Liomne pleasures. 1l Lad told e that it took
about flve months to complete one such fignre
as these,

He appeared pleased with my congratula-
tions for having so0 exquisite a remembrance of
those thus dear to him. ‘Yes, you know we
have to stop these young people along here
somegwhere,” he remarked with a kivd of pen-
give affection in his tones; *“they grow so, they
get away feom youl™ ihen he went to a

rivate degk, and took out a small Land of an
nfant, ouf in whitest marble, chubby, dim-
pled, lying among fowers on a leal, 1 neyer
saw anytbing more exquisitely done. “‘Thers,”
he said, “l1 stopped Lhat one’’—poiating over
hiz shoulder at the bust of the youngest
daughter—when she had only that to take
hold of 1"

My Leart went out for that affectionate
father, a2 he softly hundled this memento of
his ohild, now a woman grown, then ouly an
uneasy babe of two months’ existence. Whata
study in after years | what & reminiscence of
infantile beauty ! Take any man or woman—
this rough, veined, wrinkled, busy hand of

ours aud mine; how much of good and ill it
ian done since it was innocent as that little
one in white | :

What more ¢can I now say of this morning
with Hiram Powers, to convince my readers
that it was one ot the most delightful and
most instructive of allmy lifef lle, who is
now recognized in Florence as the clief among
living goulptors, is fust this unaffected, un-
gpoiled man I have sketehed. The pure senti-
ment, the genial converse, the thoughtful in-
talligence, and the sincere henrtiness of that
interview cannot be forgotten. If this honored
gonlptor ever does return to his old home on
this side of the ocean, he will asauredly find
friends hie dreams not of, among all those who
prize true worth and admirs real genius,

duclng anging pecloris, He remarked that the
glaar chivily has this dreadful result upon im-
pressionable persons, who led sedentary lves,
and whose minds are conatantly on the sireteh,

Two years later another physician, Dr. E.
Decalsne, addweed a series of upward of a huo-
dred oases respecting the pernicions aotion on
the functions of the hourt csused by smoking
tobsoeo, This is pow an nceepted poind in
medical selence, and there |s seardely nny prac-
titloner who does not probibit smoklug, or, ab
Jeust, who fuils to recommend the groatest
modersiion in it W0 such ol bis putients ms are
lable to eyen the slightest perturbation of the
functious ot the heart. Now, M, Fould, who
wis a smmoker and subject 1o palpitations of the
heart, evidently had a slight attack of angina
